The 
bill as it passed the House is not satis- 
factory to the West. Judge Lawrence 
of Ohio, tbe President of the National 
Wool Growers' Association, says it was 
framed in the interest of the manufac- 
turers of wool and will be of little, if 
any, benefit to the growe>a of wool. It 
make.s no provision for a duty-on hides 
while it protects the leather and shoe 
manufacturer. Is not Senator Jones 
right and is he not doing what his con- 
stituents believe to be right when he 
refuses to report such a bill to tho Sen- 
ate? Of course the trusts and com- 
binations will answer no, but the peo- 
ple of the West will emphatically de- 
clare that be is. 


Now the Republicans of the Finance 


Committee ask that the bill be re- 
ported to the Senate next Monday. 
This the Democrats decline to do, as 
they want a reasonable time to con- 
sider the bill. Why, it may be asked, 
have not the Democrats considered the 
bill daring the several weeks it has 
been in the bands of the Committee ? 
The answer is eimply that the Demo- 
crats have not been shown a copy of 
the bill, nor are they given any infor- 
mation whatever regarding its char- 
acter, and they refuse to assent to its 
being reported to the Senate until they 
know what it contains, and in that they 
are undoubtedly right.

The omount of carbor 
depends largely upon the nmoir/t of fat 
they contain. The wliiteflsb we, there- 
fore, deficient in caibou. If yon should 
ask an intelligent cook what vegetable 
to servo with a boiled white fish she 
would answer quickly, potatoes, as they 
supply the wanting carbohydrates.

"There are other kinds of fish, how- 


ever, such as salmon, catfish and stur- 
geon, that are quite well supplied with 
carbohydrates, in ecnieqvience of which 
they afe not so eapily digested as the 
white fish. The more oil they have dis- 
persed through the body, the more diffir 
cult tho digestion. In tbo white fish the 
fat is held in the liver; in the dark fish 
it is dispersed through the entire flesh.
